Agatha Christie was a famous English writer who was born in a quiet house surrounded by 
gardens. She enjoyed a happy childhood with her family until her father died, which led to difficult 
times and disrupted her childhood with sadness. 

A few years later, she moved to Paris to study music, but her teachers judged her 
performance as a failure and suggested she choose another field. During World War I, she 
volunteered as a nurse to treat the wounded and also worked as a pharmacist. 

In mysterious circumstances, Agatha Christie disappeared for several days, and her car was 
found near a lake. Investigators tried to explain the strange disappearance, some claimed she had 
committed suicide while others said she was killed, and accused her husband of the murder. 
Others speculated it was a deliberate accident for the sake of fame. 

After she was found, doctors confirmed that she had amnesia. Once her memory was 
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restored, she became more interested in travel and turned to writing as a profession to support 
herself. 

Agatha Christie visited many countries around the world, which in turn influenced her 
imagination and inspired events in her novels. Her visits to Egypt, Iraq, and Palestine echoed in 
her works, as she featured landmarks such as the Al-Aqsa Mosque, the Nile River, and Luxor 
temples, as well as including the Pharaohs’ civilization. Her trips to these countries served as 
inspiration for works such as "Murder on the Orient Express" and "Death on the Nile." Agatha 
Christie, known as "The Queen of Crime" and "The Queen of Mystery," her book sales broke 
records, making her the best-selling author of all time, with approximately two billion copies sold.

At the 
moment, human beings strictly control the machines, computers, and robots they design, but 
many worry that as technology becomes more sophisticated, artificial intelligences might grow 
independent of their human creators.
